position as si special laborer in the 
Brooklyn navy yard, Madlay having re- 
fused to resign when requested to do 
BO. 


Secretary Long's action was taEen by 


direction of the president, and followed 
a conference between the president and 
the secretary, who- took to the White 
House with him the letter from Maclay, 
fn response to tile request for his resig- 
nation sent by the secretary. 


In tuit letter Maclay submitted that 


he could not be removed or be com- 
pelled to resign without definite charges 
being mafle against him and without 
having an opportunity to answer those 
charges. 


Although the civil service rules give 


employes of tke public service the op- 
portunity of answering charges that 
may be preferred against them, the 
president exercised his prerogatives In 
the present instance and directed Mac- 
lay's removal, it being held that the lat- 
ter was aware unofecially, if not offi- 
cially, of the reasons which actuated the 
executive in taking the course de- 
termined upon.

Guthrfe, O. T., Dec. 2G.—The Pawnee 


Indians are on the warpath. An im- 
mense buffalo bull was S* injured In 
being transferred from tne Santo Fc 
stock yards to Pawnee Bill's ranch, 
south of town, that he hafl to be killed. 
The m«at was giren to the Indians by 
Major Llllie, for a buffalo dance. The 
Indians have been dancing and pow- 
wowing ever since. They say the vast 
herds of buffalo are coming back to thl& 
country and many of them have noti- 
fied the white lessees to vacate their 
ranches at once, because they wish to 
lay the fences low so the buffalo will 
have full sway of the cwmtry. 


The whites in tb« remote parts of the 


reservation are coming lu to Pawnee 
and they report that the Indians art- 
acting threateningly toward 
them. 


Pawnee Bill has placed mounted guards 
around his buffalo ranch, as the In- 
dians are camping in the timber west 
of there and in sight of the herd, and 
from their suspicions action > he thinks 
they intend to liberate the herd and per- 
haps kill them.

Physicians often have to exercise great 


care to avoid becoming the victims of im- 
position. If a dishonest applicant for a 
pension can hoodwink some doctoi', the 
letter's certificate may be made the 
means of perpetrating a fraud upon the 
government, and social parasites who 
seek to sponge on public and charitable 
institutions are always trying to inveigle 
a physician iuto saying the word or writ- 
ing the line which would gain, them ad- 
mission. 


An interesting case in point was relat- 


ed by the leading oculist of Montreal, a 
man wLosp practice extended far outside 
of the bounds of the city. 
One day a 


young woman caine into the office, ac- 
compani! d by an older woman, apparent- 
ly the nether. The young woman wore 
colored glasses, which one might have as- 
sumed to be superfluous, as it- was claim- 
ed that the girl was totally blind. What 
was wanted of the doctor was a certifi- 
cate authenticating this claim of blind- 
ness, putting it beyond dispute, and it 
was frankly stated that the object in 
seeking this was to obtain certain aids 
and advantages of a philanthropic nature 
impossible of access otherwise. 
The 


standing of the oculist was such that a 
statement from him would carry full 
weight wherever presented.

Lawyer Van Denberg Fled 


From Salem Months Ago 


WAS AWAITING SENTENCE 


After Having Been Convicted of Per* 


Jury In » Case In Which He Repre- 
seated a Relative Who Advanced 


' Honey oa Real E»Ut« 
i 


• Salem, Mass., Dec. 26.—Horace P. 
IVan Denberg, a lawyer who has been 
In Buffalo and New York politics, was 
Arrested in New York yesterday upon a 
Dtpias issued by the Essex county su- 
perior criminal court, having been con- 
victed here last June for perjury. When 
be was called for sentence he was de- 
faulted and the! arrest yesterday was 
upon a capias issued at that time. The 
history of the case, which created great 
Interest here at the time, is as follows: 


In 1897 Edward C. Hawkes and wife 


of Buffalo, who owned a large amount 
of shore property at West Gloucester, 
Mass., borrowed $6000 from Mrs. Jessie 
•Van Denberg of Buffalo, wife of Frank 
Van Denberg, and sister-in-law of 
Horace, mortgaging certain of this prop- 
erty to secure their note of $6000 for 
one year. At the end of the year noth- 
ing had been paid on the note, cither 
principal or interest, but according to 
Hawkes' testimony Mrs. Van Denberg 
stated that she was in no hurry for her 
Honey. 


In November, 1898, Horace Van Den- 


berg came to this state with a power of 
attorney from his sister-in-law to sell 
the estate in Gloucester. He went to 
that city, engaged an auctioneer and 
bad the place advertised for sale under 
the foreclosure clause in the mortgage. 
Nov. 14 he sent Auctioneer Hezel to the 
place to sell it. The evidence at the 
trial showed that the only bidders were 
Horace Van Denberg- and Edward C. 
Hawkes, the latter occupying the prem- 
ises. Every time Van Denberg made a 
bid Hawkes would go $1 better and 
protested against the sale at every bid. 
The place was finally sold to Hawkes 
for $1001. 


Hawkes and Auctioneer Hazel testi- 


fied in court that this ended the sale, 
but Van Denberg claimed that Hawkoa 
could not pay the money down as re- 
quired, and so the place was put up for 
•ale again, and Van Denberg bought it 
for |600. Subsequently, Van Denberg 
made out a deed of the estate from him- 
•elf, as attorney for his sister-in-law, to 
himself individually, and made an affi- 
davit to this effect in which he stated that 
this bid of $500 was the highest one re- 
ceived, swearing to this affidavit before 
Lawyer Jackson, In Salem. Upon thia 
'affidavit the perjury charge was based. 


Tan Denberg claimed that the origi- 


'Dal deed of the sale was filed with the 
clerk of courts of Brie county at Buf- 
falo, but the deputy clerk of that court 
came to Salem and testified that no 
finch paper had been filed there. After 
a long aad closely contested fight, Van 
Denberg was found guilty, but before 
his sentence he had disappeared. 


During his testimony he claimed that 


In 1890 b«i was a member of the New 
Work board of health and remained in 
office until Mayor Strong was inaugu- 
rated. He said he bad been a member of 
the bar less than a year when this af- 
fair took place, and was not sufficiently 
familiar with the law to know that be 
bad done anything wrong. 


During the course of bis trial in Sa- 


lem his bail was raised, and being un- 
able to meet the demands of the court 
he stayed in jail for seme time. While 
most of the transactions in this case took 
place in Gloucester, the technical of- 
fense of swearing to a false 
affidavit 


,was committed in Salem.

Crews at th* Botteru of the 8»» 
Gloucester, Mat*.. Dec. 26.— The hap- 


piness of the Christmas season in this 
city was sadly marred by the news of 
the past week that two of the Gloucester 
fishing vessels ana* their crews will 
never return to port. 


The crew list of th<? schooner lolanthe 


was given out last week, which meant 
the loss of that vessel and her crew of 
14 men. Now it is the schooner Eliza H. 
Parkhurst and crew of 7. This vessel 
left the Bay of Islands, N. F., on Nov. 
24, for this port with a full cargo of 
salt herring. This makes over four 
weeks in passage, the distance being 
usually covered in one week, and it is 
the belief that she foundered in the gale 
in the Gulf of St. Lawrence the day 
after her departure. All of the vessels 
that t-ailed before and after have ar- 
rived home or have been reported and 
those vessels which sailed at the same 
time state that the voyage across the 
gulf was terribly rough, especially for 
a vessel as deeply laden as the Park- 
hurst was. 


The Eliza H. Parkhurst was one of 


the best vessels sailing from this port. 
She was of 121 tons gross, built in 
1802 ami owned by Fred L. Davis. She 
was valued, with outfit, at $7000.

RAUtmUflH IN GOTHAM 


Hundred Whites and Equal 


Number of Blacks Fought 


BOW 
STARTED 
BY BOYS 


Developed Into a Pitched Battle, la 


Which Stones, Club*, Revolvers and 
Razors Were Freely Used—White 
M«n Came Out Second Best 


New York, Dec. 26.—A race riot 


broke out in Harlem yesterday and it 
became almost a battlo between ne- 
groes and whites in the open street, the 
negroes being armed with revolvers 
and other weapons and the whites with 
stones. There were about 100 fighters 
on each side. The negroes beat the 
whites, but were driven back into their 
tenements by the police after they had 
charged on the whites with pistols 
and razors. Fourteen negroes were ar- 
rested. 


Four whites, including a policeman,, 


were badly shot or out. They are: 
Michael Meager. 32 years old, shot in 
the hip; Thomos Geraty, slashed in the 
right side of the hc§d with a razor; 
John McHale. twice slashed in the. neck 
with a razor; Policeman Connelly, hit 
on the forehead with a club and his left 
eye and forehead badly cut. 


The rioting was begun by some white 


boys who stoned two colored girls who 
were going to their homes. The girls 
told their friends, and a dozen negroes 
ran out of their houses and, seizing the 
white boys, boxed their ears and struck 
several of them in the faces. 


The boys ran to 130th street and 


Broadway and toW some white men 
there. About 40 whilemen ran down 
towards the negroes arid stoned them. 
The boys continued telling white men 


' of the negroes having beat them and 


about 40 or 50 more white men joined 


i the band. The negroes armed them- 


selves with revolvers, sticks, bricks, 
stones, razors ami any other weapons 
theytould; find. 


In the fight at close quarters the ne- 


groes drew razors and dashed into the 


j street, slashing right and left. 
The 


white men resisted with clubs. At this 
point a squad of policemen arrived on 
the scene and stopped the rioting.

Washington, Dec. 26.—It

pointed secretary of the treasury to 
succeed Lyman J. Gage. There will 
be no change in the office of secretary 
of agriculture, for Secretary Wilson, 
also of Iowa, will continue to retain that 
portfolio. The date of the transfer of 
the treasury department will depend ou 
the mutual convenience of the ou*going 
and the incoming secretary, Mr. Gage 
having signified an entire willingness 
to remain at the head of his department 
until such time as it may be agreeable to 
his successor to take hold. It is sup- 
posed, however, that Governor Shaw 
will be inducted into his new office some 
time in January. It has been known 
that Governor Shaw was slated for ap- 
pointment to succeed Secretary Gage, 
but it was not unty yesterday that the 
Iowa executive accepted the tender 
made to him. 


OF IOWA. 


Secretary of Agriculture Wilson of- 


fered his resignation to President 
Roosevelt, but it was not accepted. In- 
stead of improving this opportunity to 
find a new head for the department of 
agriculture, 
the president said he 


would 'not consent to anything of the 
sort, and that he did not know where 
he could find another man as capable 
as the present secretary. 


The president urged JVIr. Wilson to 


remain at his post, and assured him of 
his confidence and support. Secretary 
Wilson had no intention of leaving the 
cabinet.

A H«nd»o«e Fellow With » Big 


Price Vp«B Ills Head—How He At- 
tended and Retired From a Ball of 
the O!d FpanUh Artatocracjr. 


"I say to JB'I rislit now," said an old 


SpauUh-Americ.\-n who was near middle 
aga when Fremont reached California, 
"the 
people of today have no regard for 


history or historical associations. They 
let everything go to ruin. 
The old is 


passing and will soon be forgotten. Why 
do I talk so? I hare jast been up to Santa 
Barbara, where I was born, and one of 
the first things I lo-^td for was La Casa 
de Asuirre, the oij Lome of Don Jose 
Antouio Asuirre, an old comrade of 
mine, but it was goae. 


"You 
should have seen the house," con- 


tinued the o!d settler, his eyes kindling 
at the memory. "It was of the old type, 
square, one story, of adobe, with walls 
like those of a tort and a beautiful in- 
terior court or patio. 
Aroiijul it were 


broad verandas facing the cfue ocean. 
The windows were in deep ports, the 
glass panes small and diamond shaped 
and piotected by bars and big wooden 
shutter*. 
Don Antonio lived in Spain 


and went to Mexico in 1834, then to Chile 
and then found his way to California, be- 
ing, as you may imagine, of an adventur- 
ous spirit. He was attracted to Santa 
Baibara and determined to build him 
a house there, so he had a ship built in 
New York and loaded it there and in 
Chile wuh building material and furni- 
ture which he brought to Santa Barbara 
around the Horn. It cost a lot of money 
and was built very slowly, so that every 
portion was perfect. It stood in the cen- 
ter of Careilo street and was, according 
to the California idea, perfect. The 
house wa. the center of interest to the 
Spanish in those days, and at the balls 
would be seen tho most beautiful wo- 
men in California, and one, Dona Maria 
Estudillo, Don Antonio married. 
The 


patio was about 40 feet square, with 
lofty columns »a each side, and filled with, 
tropical plants and trees and a profusion 
of flowers. 


"It 
TV-SIS here tbat I witnessed a re- 


maikable seone, involving some of the 
mos>t distinguished families of the day. 
At this time California was infested with 
a gang of horse thieves, led by a fellow 
named Juan Murietta, who was as dar- 
ing a man as ever rode a horse and so 
picturesque and fine looking that he was 
constantly entangled in some romance. 
The Aguirres had giv^n out invitations 
for a big ball tbat was to eclipse any- 
thing seen iu the country. Distinguished 
families came from San Diego, Los An- 
geles and even Monterey to attend it. ] 
wish I could recollect all the names, but 
Arguello, De la Guerre, Bandini and Cs- 
rello were some of them. I well remem- 
ber the night. In one end of'the patio 
was a band of Marmosas, or actors, from 
Mexico, who sang and played as the 
guests came out after the dance. It was 
then that the cascarones threw eggshells 
filled with silver and gold tinsel or some 
fine perfumery, which was broken over 
the head of the lady wfiom some gallant 
wished for a partner, and as all the la- 
dies had biack hair the effect was very 
striking. 


"It was a beantifnl sight, and among 


the men was a young fellow who attract- 
ed much attention. He was one of the 
handsomest men I have ever seen, dress- 
ed in tbe picturesque fashion of the time. 
I first noticrd him when old Don Ramon 
came up and said, 'Who is the young 
man, 
Don Jose?' I did not know, and 


he said that he could find no one who 
knew him. My daughter wished to be 
presented to him, so I went to Don An- 
tonio, when to my astonishment he also 
eaid he did not know the stranger, that 
he must have come with one of the 
guests; but, though many inquiries were 
made, no one could answer for the 
young man's presence. There was cer- 
tainly nothing about him to suggest that 
he was not a gentleman. Quite the con- 
trary, he bad every appearance of being 
a cultivated man. About 1 o'clock a 
party of belated guests arrived, among 
them an official from Los Angeles county. 


"It happened at the supper, which was 


served in a large room, that he was 
placed opposite the young man who had 
attracted so mncb attention. 
At first 


apparently he did cot observe him, but 
as he looked up suddenly and caught 
eight of him he uttered an exclamation of 
astonishment. Then up he rose, glass in 
hand, as though to give a toast. 'Will 
you present me to my vis-a-vis, Don An- 
tonio?' be said, addressing the host. Don 
Antonio looked confused, but before he 
could reply the youug man rose, moved 
back a few steps and said: 'Ladies and 
gentlemen, Don Antonio cannot present 
me. as he does not know me. I am in- 
debted to yon and him for a charming 
evening.' Then, drawing himself up, he 
added: 'Don Juan Murietta wishes you 
a pleasant evening. Ladies, your hum- 
ble servant.' And he backed toward the 
door. 


"At the name Marietta, brigand and 


robber, many a face blanched, and the 
men sprang to their feet. Murietta alone 
was cool, and. drawing a pistol, he mo- 
tioned to tbe guests to be seated. And, 
make no mistake, every one dropped, the 
official who had recognized bim among 
the rest, as all knew be was a dead shot 
'Keep your seats a moment,' said Mu- 
rietta. Then, with an apology to the la- 
dies for exhibiting a weapon, be slipped 
out of tbe door, and a moment later we 
heard a horse's hoofs pounding up the 
street. Tbe men rushed to the doors, led 
by the official, who said there was a 
bounty of f 10,600 for Murietta. dead or 
alive, and soon a squad of horsemen were 
after him, but of course they never got 
him, and so the great Aguirre ball broke 
np earlier than it otherwise would. 


"Marietta, was the Dick Turpin of 


those days, and his escapades would fill 
a book. He was never forgetful of the 
courtesy due women and would never 
rob one, bat no man escaped. One 
secret of his lv"« success -"as his mys- 
terious methods. One day he would rob 
a coach, the next move woald be to steal 
a drove of horses several hundred miles 
distant, and, as there was no telegraph, 
be could easily evade arrest and was only 
run down after a long and dogged par- 
suit, but not before he had left his mark 
on many a good man."—New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser.

Tfclrty Thousand Sharp Teeth. 


"It is a fortunate thing for man and 


the rest of the animal kingdom," said the 
naturalist, "that no large wild animal 
has a mouth constructed with the de- 
vouring apparatus built on the plan of 
the insignificant looking snail's mouth, 
for that animal -could outdevour any- 
thing that lives. The snail itself is such 
an entirely unpleasant, not to say loath- 
some, creature to handle that few »>na- 
tenr naturalists care to bother with it, 
but by neglecting the snail they miss 
studying one of the most interesting ob- 
jects that come under their observation. 


"Any one who has noticed a "snail feed- 


ing on a leaf must have wondered how 
such a soft, flabby, slimy animal can 
make such a sharp and clean cut incision 
in the leaf, leaving an edge as smooth 
and straight as if it had been cut with a 
knife. That is due to the peculiar and 
formidable mouth be has. The snail eata 
with his tongue and the roof of hia 
mouth. 
The tongue is/ a ribbon which 


the snail keeps in a coil in his mouth. 
This tongue is in reality a band saw, 
with the teeth on the surface instead 
of on the edge. 
The teeth are so 


small that as many as 30,000 of them 
have been found on one snail's tongue. 
They are exceedingly sharp and only a 
few of them are* used at a time—not ex- 
actly only a few o* them, but a few of 
then: comparatively, for the snail will 
probably have 4,000 or 5,000 of them in 
nse at once. He does this by means of 
bis coiled tongue. He can uncoil as much 
of this as he chooses, and -the uncoiled 
part he brings into service. The roof of 
the mouth is as hard as bone. He grasps 
the leaf between his tongue and that 
hard substance, and, rasping away with 
his tongue, saws through the toughest 
leaf with ease, always leaving the edge 
smooth and straight. 


"By use the teeth wear off and become 


dulled. When the snail finds that this 
tool is becoming blunted, be uncoils an- 
other section and works that out until he 
has come to the end of his coil. Then 
he coils the tongue up again and is ready 
to start in new, for while he has been 
using the latter portions of the ribbon the 
teeth have grown iu again in the idle por- 
tions—the saw has been filed and reset, so 
to speak—and while he is using them the 
teeth in the back part of the ,coil are re- 
newed. So J *hink I am right in saying 
that if any large beast of prey was fitted 
np with such a devouring apparatus as 
the snail has it would go hard with tbs 
rest of the auimal kingdom."—Buffalo 
Express.

FOR A 
[DAT DINNER 


By Mrs. Barbara Sadler. 


Without desiring or attempting to 


inggest what yon sb«,!l eat for « Christ- 
inas dinner I will suggest at this tiius 
several dishes that will be seasonable 
tt about that time and from the num- 
ber you may select something that will 
please your guests on that day when 
good things are always ia order. 


1 am one of those who esteem very 


highly the goose as a central figure on 
the occasion of a formal dinner. Prop- 
erly cooked it cannot fail to please al- 
most every one. If you have an old 
bird it must be parboiled, as otherwise 
it may be tough nnd too fatty to-be 
liked. When you receive the bird from 
thu market it should be well washed 
both inside and out, both to remove 
the oil and also to take off the dirt 
which oftea adheres to any fat animal. 


In stuffing put the bulk of the stuffing 


In the heck, after the crop has been re- 
moved. I prefer for a goose a potato 
and onion stuffing, the recipe for which 
I will give in this article. 
Truss the 


bird by pinning the wings closely to 
tbo body with skewers, then tie the 
legs closely to the body with a stout 
twine and bind down the neck on the 
back. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper 


and dust with flour, and bake in a hot 
oven for two hours, basting fts often as 
every fifteen minutes. It is essential 
that the oven be - very hot when the 
goose is first put in, even if the heat 
is moderated later on. 


To make- the stuffing cook one onion, 


finely chopped, with one quarter of a 
cupful of finely chopped salt pork, ten 
minutes. 
Strain and add to the fat 


one and one-quarter cupfuls of soft, 
stale bread crumbs, two cupfuls of hot 
mashed potato, one-third cupful of but- 
ter, one-half cupful each of chopped 
celery and English walnut meats, one 
egg, slightly beaten, aad salt, pepper 
nnd sage to taste. 


A nice entree for a dinner of this 


kind will be found in chicken timbales 
with mushroom sauce and the dish Is 
one very easily prepared. 
Cook one- 


quarter of a cupful of stale bread 
crumbs wjth a half cupful of milk five 
minutes, add two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter, one cupful of cold, cooked, chopped 
chicken, two beaten eggs, some salt, 
pepper and a few drops of onion juice. 
Mix well together and turn into tim- 
bale molds. Bake in a pan of hot water 
until 
firm. 
Serve 
with 
mushroom 
sauce. 


For this sauce cut six large mush- 


room tops into strips and cook them 
on a moderate fire in 'three tablespoon- 
fuls of butter for five minutes. Dredge 
with two and one-half tablespoonfuls of 
flour, add threerquarters of a cupful of 
rich white stock and three-quarters of 
a cnpful of cream. - Cook two minutes 
•longer, add one tablespoonful of but- 
ter and serve.. 
, , " 
" 


I also often serve; baked macaroni 


with roast goose and,! prepare it in this 
way. 
(When well cooked macaroni ia 


sure to be appreciated but poorly pre- 
pared it is a tasteless mess that no one 
likes.) Break up the sticks into several 
pieces and put' it on to cook in boiling 
salted warer and cook rapidly nntil the 
paste will hang-limply over a fork and 


| not slip off. Butter a baking dish thot. 


oughly and coyer the bottom with the 
cooked macaroni,' sprinkle with grated 
cheese, dust with pepper and salt,, and 
dot over generously with pieces of but- 
ter. 
Continue fhe layers until the disk 


is full, finishing with the cheese. Now 
Wend one teaspoonfnl of flour with one 
cupful of cream, or very rich milk, and 
pour this over the macaroni, making 
little openings with a fork for it to 
run through the mass. 
Bake until a 


rich brown in a moderate oven, then 
cover with a pjate and let stand for a 
quarter of an hour in a hot closet. The 
latter is not absolutely essential but it 
tends to soften'the browned cheese and 
make the dish more desirable. If you 
have a very large dish it may be de- 
sirable to use more cream as it is bet- 
ter to have the cream when served not 
too thick. 


For sweets for your 
dinner 
try 


creamed walnuts: 
Beat the white of 


an egg to a stiff froth, add gradually 
eight tablespoonfuls of powdered sugar, 
beat well together and flavor with va- 
nilla. Halve English walnuts and put 
the crpam between them. 
Press to- 
gether and set away to harden. This 
ssncunt ot filling should be sufficient for 
fifty nuts.

DORF. 
Peel, core and slice sufficient app!e< 


to fill a baking dish. Butter the dish 
thickly and put in the apples in layers 
alternating them with stale cake crumb* 
aiul a itttle inelu'd butttn, using two ta- 
blespoonfuls of the latter to a pint o! 

Have the lust layer a thick om 
of the cake crumbs and put in a mod- 
erately hot oven until the apples aiv 
tender.

the apples.

Mix together one cupful of sugar, one- 


quarter of a teaspooniiil of saltpetre,

quarts of very strong hot brine, turn 
into a deep earthen jar and let stand 
until cold. 
Place iu it a fresh beef 


tongue and lot it stand for ten days. 
Wash and dry the tongue, roll in a 
paste of flour and water, and bake in a 
greased pan in a moderate oven for two 
hours. Kemove the crust, skin it, trim 
off the roots and set aside until cold. 
Serve in very Ifoin slices with a good 
ealad. 


CHICORY WITH CREAM SAUOB. 


Remove the outer leaves from four 


heads of chicory, wash in cold water, 
place in a saucepan, cover with boiling 
water and half a tablespoonful of salt, 
boil ten minutes, drain and rinse off with 
boiling water. 
Return the chicory to 


the saucepan, cover with fresh boiling 
water, cook five minutes, drain and lay 
in cold water for a few minutes. Then 
chop finely, add a tablespoonful of 
melted butter, one teaspoonful of salt, 
one-quarter teaspoonful of pepper and 
a sprinkle of nutmeg. Stir and cook 
five minutes, dust with a half tta spoon- 
ful of flour, add three-quarters onpfu! 
of milk, stir, cook a few minutes and 
serve immediately.

CEEAM SLAW. 
Into a saucepan put one-half of a ta- 


blespoonful of butter, two tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar and one cupful of vinegar 
and heat to the boiling point. Rub one 
level teaspoonful of flour to a paste with 
two tablespoonfuls of sour cream; add 
one beaten egg and six tablespoonfuls 
more of the sour cream. Pour over this 
carefully the hot vinegar mixture and 
return to the fire, stirring until thicken- 
ed. Strain it over two quarts of finely 
shaved cabbage which has previously 
been seasoned with one-half of a tea- 
spoonful of salt and one-quarter of a 
teaspoonful of pepper.

CUTLETS A LA REFORM. 


Select the cutlets from the best part 


Of the neck and trim them in the usual 
way. Dip them in beaten egg and roll 
in finely grated bread crumbs and fry. 
For the sauce prepare a rich brown 
gravy and to it add the strained juice of 
a lemon, a good sprinkle of sugar and 
cayenne and a tablespoonful of currant 
jelly. Boil this up well, skim and strain 
and pour it around the cutlets with little 
heaps of hard boiled egg for a garnish. 


BAKED PANCAKES. 


At night put some bread crumbs to 


•oak in a quart of sour milk and in tbe 
morning rub the mixture through a 
sieve and add four well-beaten eggs, 
two teaspoonfnls of soda dissolved in a 
little water, one tablespoonful of melted 
butter and enough cornmeal to make 
them the consistency of ordinary griddle 
cakes. Bake them as the English aad 
Scotch do. 


FRENCH TEA CREAM. 


Scald one quart of cream, take from 


the fire, add one tablespoonful of any 
preferred kind of tea, stir for a moment, 
cover closely for six minute_s and then 
strain. Return to the fire in a double 
boiler with five eggs and five table- 
spoonfuls of sugar beaten together and 
added to it and stir until as thick as 
custard. 
Take from the fire, add one 


box of gelatine, which lias been soaked 
IK ono cupful of cold water, and stir un- 
til dissolved. Strain into a wetted moid 
and set away until firm. Serve with 
whipped cream. 


SOUR CREAM 
PIE. 


Liae two pie plates with puff paste 


rolled out very thin, prick well with a 
fork and bake in a quick oven. Mix 
together one-half a cupful of sugar, 
three tablespoonfuls of flour, a pinch of 
salt and the grated rind of one lemon. 
Add gradually to this four well-beaten 
eggs, one pint of thick sonr cream and 


j the strained juice of one-half a lemon 
j Pour into the baked crust and return tr 
' the oven, which should be cooler than 
I before, until the mixture is firm iu the 
' centre. Servo very cold. 


MUTTON PIES. 


Cut the mutton into small piepes and 


remove all bone. Season and stew with 
the fat, also cut in pieces, putting in no 
water. Cook until tender, remove thr 
fat and allow tbe meat to cool. Have 
ready some gravy made from the bones, 
season well, add an onion and pour ou 
to the meat, placing the whole in little 
pattyp^a lined with puff paste. Bake 
to a rich brown.

Engine Unlit For Banning on 
RnlU — An Experiment • by Peter 
Cooper Which Tamed Oat Well. 
Railways made of massive stone blocks 


laid parallel bnd smoothed on the surface 
for the use of wheels are almost as old as 
wheeled vehicles themselves. From that 
ancient origin were evolved the steel 
tracks of today. A careful search would 
probably reveal the remains of stone 
tramways in various lands, beginning 
with the crude ones of ancient Egypt and 
continuing iu an improving line down to 
those of modern enterprise. I have exam- 
ined ways of the early kind iu Italian 
cities, aud the native engineers said that 
they have been used from time immemo- 
rial. In various parts of Germany they 
vere used in connection with coal mines, 
aud from them the idea and the uamc 
"tram" were carried to England in the 
seventeenth century. The wretched roads 
of England, due to the moist climate, 
made the tramways a great convenience 
to the owners of the coal mines. 


Soon the scientific societies got to dis- 


cussing tbs details of tramway construc- 
tion, and by lhat moans the people of 
America learned that the prevailing want 
of roads might be remedied by the con- 
struction of cheap tramways. Early in 
the last century they were introduced in 
the coal mines of Pennsylvania, 'and the 
parties who built Bunker Hill monument 
carried stocks from Quincy quarries to 
tide water by means of one of these roads. 
That was in 1827. 


Two decades before various canals had 


been constructed, but experience had ful- 
ly revealed the shortcomings and incon- 
venience of canals. Even before the nine- 
teenth century began a number of men 
had Advocated the use of steam engines 
to haul freight and passengers, but those 
men were regarded as visionaries. 


The steam engine in its crudest form 


was invented, by Newcomen to meet an 
emergency. Valuable mines were falling 
into ruins because animal power could 
no longer pump out the water. This suc- 
cess opened the way for the improved en- 
gines of Watt and Evans. 


As early as 1804 Evans* engine moved 


a scow through the streets of Philadel- 
phia, and the inventor predicted at that 
time, although canals were then popular, 
that the next generation would want 
tramways operated by horses and the 
succeeding generation would favor rail- 
ways worked by steam locomotives. He 
said the time was not far distant when 
passengers in steam carriages would 
leave Washington in the morning, break- 
fast at 'Baltimore, dine at Philadelphia 
and sup in New York, 250 miles distant 
Evans did not live to see his prediction 
fulfilled, but he prepared the way for the 
steam locomotive. 


William Hedley made the first practical 


ttse of the steam engine for transporta- 
tion purposes in England in 1813 by 
hauling coal from a mine to the shipping 
point. George Stephenson saw this en- 
gine and succeeded in making imitations 
of, it which attracted public attention. At 
that time there were being operated many 
successful tramways in England. In IS-5 
a company built a railroad 25 miles long 
from Stockton to Darlington, in the north 
of England, for the purpose of transport- 
ing coal. The scheme was violently op- 
posed. The • Duke of Cleveland alleged 
that the railroad would disturb one of his 
fox courses.' The work was done under 
the supervision of George Stephenson, 
who used locomotives. 


An impression prevails that railroads 


and, their operating machinery were cop- 
ied by pioneer American engineers from 
British models. These engineers may have 
copied the plans of making tramways, 
but the rolling stock used was the prod- 
uct of native ingenuity and always bore 
the stamp of the original American de- 
signer. There is good rtason for believing 
that the American express train would 
have resounded through our valleys quite 
as soon as it did had James Watt, the re- 
puted inventor of the steam engine, and 
George Steph«ison, credited with invent- 
ing the locomotive, never lived or never 
built an engine. 


In 1830 there were about 2.000 miles of 


railroad> projected in America, and con- 
struction bad commenced in a great many 
places. The most ambitious project of 
the kind was the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad, begun in 1S28, to create trade 
between that city aad the west and south 
The foundation stony was laid by the 
venerable Charles Carroll of Carrollton. 
the last surviving signer of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. Thirteen miles of 
the road were open f»r traffic May 20, 
1830. 
At that time there was no senti- 


ment in the United States in favor of 
anything stronger than horsepower for 
operating railroads. Although there were 
locomotives operating various tramways 
in Great Britain and the Stockton and 
Darlington 
railway 
had 
locomotives 


hauling long trains, the fame of that 
kind of motive power spread very slowly 
Although a locomotive pulling the first 
train run on the Stockton and Darlmprton 
railway bad made a speed of 15 miles an 
bour, the general public in England, sev 
eral years later, regarded men as de- 
mented when they talked of 
hauling 


trams at a speed of ten miles an hour. 


One man in Baltimore was opposed to 


the use of animals for railroad motivt 
power. This was Peter Cooper, tht 
philanthropist, who afterward gate New 
York one of the most valuable education 
al institutions in the world—Cooper On 
ion. 
He bad a small locomotive built at 


bis own expense, a tiny apparatus with 
an upright boiler and a single cylindci 
Sty by 14 inches in size, the whole tbitij; 
weighing less than a ton. Various test1- 
of the engine were made, and after a 
few changes bad been effected by me 
chanics the machine worked satisfac 
torily. 
It pi'lloii five times its own 


weight at a speed of ten miles an hour 
This "was the first locomotive built in 
America for running on rails. 


Cooper's engine was far from being an 


apparatus of imposing appearance, for ii 
resembled a band car with a small ver 
tical boiler. It took experience to prov< 
that for a locomotive the horizontal form 
is the fittest. Our pioneer railroad ma^ 
ter mechanics strove to make the engine 
as simple aa they could and to arrant 
the weight BO that the least possible 
stress should be put upon the light rail- 
and weak bridges. The same principle- 
of construction dominate them today, an> 
the modern freight engine. 100 times th> 
weight of the Tom Thumb, is propni 
tionately as easily carried by the modern 
track and steel bridges.—Success,

Are Marvels to Engineers. 


The grandest bridges of the Romans 


trere aqueducts, but after centuries of 
unrest the noblest conceptions of architec- 
ture were realised iu the Gothic churches. 
There was little demaud for roads, biidges 
and still less for aqueducts. 
Yet the 


monks did not build cathedrals and mon- 
asteries only. To them we owe the iutro- 
ducfion of tiat nrr-b.es. The Romans had 
preferred semicircular aiches, which rare- 
ly exceeded 70 feet iu span. The founder 
of the Brothers of the Bridge, St. Bene- 
ret, adopted lor his Uhone bridge of 1178, 
at Avignon, elliptical arches which had 
their smaller radius of elevation at the 
.crown iustoad of at the haunches. The 
famous Poiite Vecchio at Florence and 
the original Augustus bridge at Dresleu 
date from the twelfth century. The aque- 
duct of Spoleto. which looks as if many 
high and nairow windows had been cut 
out of a masbive wall, is thirteenth cen- 
tury Gothic work. 
So is the Devil's 


bridge near Mutorell, in the province of 
Barcelona. Spain, 'with its apparently 
reckless pointed atch, which is crowned 
at its weakest part by a heavy tollhouse. 


The builders no doubt understood that 


the load did not endangei the structure. 
The springings of this arch are certainly 
of antique origin. Roman or Carthagin- 
ian: an inscription of the year 17HO, when 
the bridge was restored, ascribes the 
foundation to Hannibal. The span of the 
stone arch over the Adda, near Trezzo, 
23C feet, built under Barnato Visconti of 
Milan in 1370 to 1377, destroyed again in 
wartime in 141G), has not been surpassed 
yet. 
But the piers were in general made 


unnecessarily heavy, and many a bridge 
Jailed because the Roman art of laying 
concrete foundations between piles had 
not been rediscovered from Vitruvius' for- 
gotten 
architecture. French eugitu-ers 


first used caissons and suggested iron 
bridges. 


The first erst iron bridge, really com- « 


pleted in 1779. however, and still stand I 
ing, 
is, according to Engineering, the' 


well known Coalbrookdale bridge over the 
Severn. The atch consists of five ribs. 
It found many imitators—the Pont des 
Arts at Paris, with nine openings, and 
the Southward bridge of 1814, with a 
center arch of 214 feet and a rise of 24 
feet, are fine examples. Failures of some 
of these bridges, however, brought an- 
other material to the front—puddled iron 
—which helped us to suspension bridges. 
The first specimens—the Tees bridge at 
Middleton 
in 1741; Telford's 
Menai 


strait bridge; further, the bridge over 
the Danube at Budapest, the handsomest 
of its type probably, supported by two 
rows of chains on each side, were link 
bridges. Wire cables came over from the 
United States about 1815. Some of these 
bridges collapsed, almost all—e. g., the 
Sarine bridge at Fribourg, Switzerland, 
with a span of 205 meters (870 feet)—hao 
to be re-enforced.—Boston Transcript.

Although tbe imitation of Jewell has 


itotn practiced for a century or rnoro 
'there are comparatively new develop* 
mtnti in tbe industry every few years, 
tnd tbe business has of late attained 
enormous proportions. Tbe majority of 
the»» stones are made abroad, and benca 
they are imported. But wbile they an 
exceedingly cheap and tbe duty is low 
tbe attempt is occasionally made to smug- 
gle them into tbe country, and a seizure 
results. 
Again, tbe imitation is some- 


times so good that even tbe customs offi- 
cers are puzzled for a time. However, it 
is always possible for an expert to tell 
tbe difference if he has sufficient oppor- 
tunity to apply the proper tests. 


Imitations of the diamond, topai, emer- 


ald, amethyst and turquoise are usually 
made of paste jr stress, which is nothing 
more than a particularly fine grade of 
glass, to which, if the stone is 'colored, 
the proper hue has been imparted by the 
addition to sorne mineral substance.' 
There is at least one European house, 
though, which professes to add carbon to 
its diamond composition, thus securing 
greater hardness than would otherwise 
be possible. 
• In London still another plan ia pursued 
to improve the paste diamond. Genuine 
diamond dust, produced by tbe cutting 
of jewels, is treated with add, reduced 
to a plastic state and then rolled out in 
exceedingly thin sheets. This veneei: 
is cut into t6e proper shape and cement- 
ed on the faces of the gtrass. Glass dia- 
monds can be bought for a few cents 
when unset, but a veneered diamond is 
worth nearly $1. A high degree of skill 
Is required in its preparation. 


There are several methods of distin- 


guishing between a true diamond and 
paste. Hydrofluoric acid will eat glass, 
but will not affect the genuine stone. A 
file makes no impression on the latter 
either. 
Finally a real diamond contin- 


ues to glitter when immersed in water. 
• Some artificial rubies are of paste; oth- 
ers bave the same composition as tbe 
genuine stone, which consists of corun- 
dum. 
The latter variety of imitation 


ruby has the proper hardness and spe- 
cific gravity, and the color is faultless. 
It can be distinguished from the true 
ruby only by a powerful magnifying 
glass. 
Singufarly enough, tbe genuine 


article is identified by its defects. There 
are natural Saws in it not found in the 
imitation, although tbe imitation also 
possesses otber characteristics (minute 
bubbles, for instance) which are readily 
recognized. 
On some stones, like the 


topaz and emerald, it is not wise to use 
a file. They are not hard enough to re- 
sist it The magnifying glass is tbe sur- 
est means of ascertaining the character 
of these jewels. 


Owing no doubt to the fact that pearls 


are often worn in strings instead of sin- 
gly or in pairs, like diamonds, the busi- 
ness of manufacturing Imitations of them 
ia far more extensive than any kindred 
branch of tbe industry, except perhaps 
the making of bogus turquoises and em- 
eralds and rubies for belt buckles. And f 
inasmuch as most of these imitation 
pearls are exceedingly cheap it ia possi- 
ble for anybody to buy them. Th£s one 
may get a card bearing B dozen stickpins 
with imitation pearl heads for from 10 
to 15 cents. If tbe stones were genuine, 
they would be worth from $100 to $200. 
| There are several kinds of imitation 
pearls. One i? a glass bead filled with 
composition. The glass is often not over 
,a sixty-fourth of an inch thick. There 
are several different compositions used 
One looks very much like paraffin. 
A 


bead filled with that material would 
crush easily. In other globular pearls, 
pierced for stringing, a harder substance 
is employed. There is an imported iinita 
tion pearl whose shell is said to be made 
of fisbskin and whose filling is a com 
pound in which there is ground mother of 
pearl, the lustrous lining'of tbe oyster 
•bell, wherein the real pearl is produced. 
This sort of jewel costs a dollar or two, 
end a string of 60 would sell for $150. 
Real pearls of the same size and beauty 
would bring folly a hundred times that 
price. 


Although tbe manufacture of imitation 


pearls was long confined to Europe, it is 
now conducted in this country also. A 
New York bouse, tbe first to engage in 
the business, introduced a novelty to tbe 
trade a few yean ago. It made solid 
pearls In addition to tbe filled ones. The 
composition employed is a* bard as rock. 
It is almost impossible to break these 
jewels, and their luster, color and ingen- 
ious irregularity of form will deceive any 
on* who does not use a magnifying glass 
on them. Tbe head of this bouse tells 
many amusing stories ebont the mistakes 
made by expert jewelers and pawnbro- 
kers when these stones first made their 
appearance. Of course it is not easy to 
ifool an experienced person: still the ex- 
Inert must me a powerful lens in order to 
ascertain tbe real character of a pearl. 
'He will not trust the naked eye. Occa 
Isionally a jeweler will say: "No, I cannot 
.'detect an imitation pearl eight or ten 
'feet away, bnt if f hold it In my band I 
lean see the difference between that and 
tbe real thing. There's • sort of balo 
larannd tbe genuine article which is nn- 
'mlstakable." But otber men in tbe 
jtnde frankly admit that only vby means 
of a microscope can they discriminate, 


A fashion has sprung op of late yean 


which enhances tbe deception' produced 
by imitation jewels. If a paste diamond 
is set in a brass ring or «n imitation pearl 
ii mounted on a German silver pin, a 
'sharp eyed observer might suspect the 
character of tbe jewel, but when the set 
ting is of 14 carat or 18 carat gold and 
tbe manufacturer bos lavished more or 
Jess artistic skill on tbe draignV & ring 
or stud or clasp a different impression ii 
created. 
j- Wben one first gets an Idea of the 
'enormous extent to which imitation Jew- 
,*!• are gold and worn, he naturally won- 
der* whether the trade In genuine stone* 
bat been affected. But a little inquiry in 
tbn proper quarter will satisfy him that 
H bis not The former are purchased by 
• class of people wbo cannot afford tb* 
latter.—New York Tribune. 


^ suCKER FISH. 


H*w Tbese Stria** Creataro A«tMh 


TbomaelTea to Larger Fisb. 


People of certain temperament somt- 


times attain their wishes by hanging to 
(be skirts of persons of larger capacity. 
In the fish world these find their coun- 
terpart in the.remora family (th« suck- 
ers), which is represented on the Atlantic 
coast by fire species. In these fishes the 
first aoisal fin—i. e., the fin on the back 
nearest tie head—is transformed for all 
practical purposes into a sucking organ, 
by menus of which they can attach them- 
selves very firialy to the gill covers or 
sides of larger fish. Thus there are the 
shark sucker, the swordfish sucker, the 
Lillfish 
sucker, etc. Being excellent 


swimmers, it is difficult to see why they 
prefer to ?» through life as an appendage 
and burden to others, but it is well 
known that they travel with sharks con- 
tinuously in this manner, and their hosts 
have actually been found emaciated and 
exhausted from carrying about their un- 
invited guests. 


An eminent observer of fishes has 


thought it very probable that the object 
of the suckers is to share the fragments 
of food with their hosts, but whatever 
the cause the latter are surely entitled to 
our sympathy. It happens, however, that 
this very propensity for "hanging on" has 
recoiled on the sucker much to his disad- 
vantage, for as soon as man discovered 
this peculiarity he cudgeled his brain for 
some practical application which would 
redound to his own advantage, and, be- 
ing himself perhaps a "hanger on" to 
other upeople, some resourceful individual 
conceived the idea of using this fish as a 
bait and make him do the catching. In 
Ogilby^s "America" occurs the following 
description of how the Indians of long 
ago used these fishes to aid in the cap- 
ture of others: 


"Columbus from hence proceeding on 


further westward discovered a fruitful 
Coast, verging tbe Mouth of a River, 
whose Water iuns Boyling into the Sea. 
Somewhat further he saw very strange 
Pishes, especially of the Guiacan, not un- 
like an Eel, but with an extraordinary 
great Head, over which hangs a Skin like 
a Bag. This Fish is the Natives' Fisher; 
for, having a Lino or handsom cord fas- 
tened about him, so soon as a Turtel, or 
any other of his Prey, comes above wa- 
ter, they give him Line; whereupon che 
Guiacan,, like an Arrow out of a Bors-e, 
shoots toward iba other Fish, and thec 
gathering the Mouth of the Bag on his 
Head like a Purs.e-net, holds them BO 
fast, that he let not loose till hal'd up out 
of the \Vater."—Los Angeles Times.

It is not often that North Adams Is 


selected for the honor of the first pro- 
duction of a play that promises to be 
one of the big hita of the season. Once 
such an honor would have teen impos- 
sible, but with our present model >lay- 
houses and enterprising managers such 
notable events may be fairly frequent 
occurenees here. 


The Richmond theater opened the 


new era in North Adams dramatic his- 
tory -with the initial performance of 
Viola Allen in Che dramatization of F. 
Marion Crawford's "In the Palace of 
the King." Yesterday afternoon and 
last evening the Empire theater added 
a red letter day to its calendar by of- 
fering the first and second productions 
on any stage of Justin Adams' drama- 
tization of Charles Arthur Pidgrin'e 
popular story of New England life, 
"Quincy Adams Sawyer." 


"When Viola Allen appeared here she 


produced a play made from a novel 
only a part of which had been pub- 
lished. The Interest was chiefly person- 
al and centered in the popular actress, 
with some curiosity as to the kind of 
play wnich had been written for her. 


"Quincv Adams Sawyer" on the oth- 


er hand was published about a year 
ago, and the interest in last night's 
production was in the dramatization. 
There was no advance advertising of 
stars, and had there been it would 
hardly have added to the interest, for 
the names in the caste included none 
that have ever made a hit in North 
Adams, or elsewhere of so pronounced 
a character that their fame had reach- 
ed here. 


The book, however, is one of the pop- 


ular novels of the day and has found 
many readers in North Adams. These 
and those who delight In witnessing 
first productions and being "up" on the 
latest thin In the theatrical world 
turned ou>* in good numbers at both 
performances; and their judgment was 
that the play will be a success. 


The book is written in a bright, 


breezy style and deals with a supreme- 
ly good young man, the son of rich 
parents in Boston, who goes into the 
country for his health and finds a 
sphere of action that appeals to his 
earnest nature. The plot is simple, save 
for the complications surrounding the 
origin of Lindy Putnam, the village 
heiress, who Jives with a foster mother 
who knows the secret but will not tell, 
and the action centers for the most 
part in the efforts of Quincy Adams 
Sav>er to circumvent Obediah Strout, 
the "almighty selfish crittur" ulio bos- 
ses the town and 10 clear up the se- 
cret of Lindy Putnam'? birth. 


There are several loxe stories, the 


prettiert being that of Mr. Sawyer him- 
self, who fails in love with A''ce pft- 
tengill, "beloved, beautiful and blind." 
and some Of the character drawing is 
very good.

The dramatization follows the book 


moie closely than hos> oftrii oecn t)-c 
case in popular novel0 There is no ef- 
foi t to make a melodrama, and so far 
the dratnarizer did well. The develop- 
ment gams in naturalness*. No sr>ect;sl- 
ties are dragged in to mar the contimi- 
ity of the action 


The costuming is perfect because it 


i«: in harmony with what it would be 
in real life. 
There were no evening 


gowns at a barn reception as was the 
case in "Eben Holden." In fart it us 
doubtful if the 
au«Mer>ce thought of 


the costuming so natural and true to 
life was it. 


Yet in the adaptation of the story to 


the stag-e there were some things that 
weaken it. For instance in order to 
have the action take place entirely on 
*•! IE side of the tvr.ter, instead of hav- 
ing several scenes In England, the man 
r.CF of working out the truth about the 
origin and parentage of Lin'dy Putnaan 
1== somewhat changed. 
At the last, 


Zekiel Pettinglll lies to his sister, tak- 
ing advantage of her 
blindness 
to 


make the imposition a success, about 
a dying letter from Mrs. Hepsibah 
Putnam in order to induce Alice to 
surrender flhe letter containing the 
truth about Lindy. Mrs. Putnam had 
confided the letter to Alice on the 
promise that if she dad not come and 
.get it herself it was to be destroyed 24 
hours after her death. 


The play ends happily for all, but 


this deception practiced on Alice, in 
which Sawyer, who worships her as a 
truly noble girl and his 
promised 


bride has a part, is out of harmony 
with the rest of the piece.

A fair criticism of both book and 


play fe that Quincy Adams Sawyer is 
a little too impossible. Perhaps this 
would not be so obtrusUe in the play 
were it not for the rather flippanit air 
with which Charles Dicksin, who play 
ed the title role insisted on makfng the 
hero do aill his good deed!?. He ap- 
peared to be posing before the good 
folks of Mason's Corner. 


Yet the part is one that will take 


with the average audience, and even 
the good-natured hero is to be pre- 
ferred to the 
serious acting of the 


same part unless done with remark- 
able art. 


Miss Helen Hadley as AHce Pettin- 


girl, the blind girl who is finally cured 
by the great specialist brought into 
the case by Mr. Sawyer, made a very 
beautiful 
and 
attractive 
heroine. 


Though never rising to any great 
heights as an actress, she wa» cer- 
tainly winning and lovable 


Louis Hendricte was an ideal Oba- 


a»ah Sftrout, Mustering and selfish, 
as the author intended him; Charles 
D. Clark as Hiram Maxwell and K. H. 
Stephens as Abner Stiles had charac- 
ter parts to which thtey did full Jiis- | 
bee. In fact the part* of Struot, Mai- | 
well* and Stiles were the best acted in 1 
the whole production.

The company as a whole averaged I 


very good but M'iss P. 
DeVoe was j 


sadly deficient as Lindy Putnam, and 
Corliss Giles was far from acting the 
easy, well mannered patrician he was 
supposed to be. Neither of these two 
TV ere fitt* naturally to the. part* 


they bad to play. la something etae 
they might make a bJt, but they gave 
no promiaa teat night of ever coming 
up to the part, even after Ion* ac- 
quaintance with it. 


The stage settings were very good, 


but they will be more effective when 
the management of them are better 
understood. The last ecene was mar- 
red last night by poor feandlirg, both 
of the lights and scenery. 


The first production of the play was 


witnessed by Mrs. Atkinson of Boston, 
publisher of the book and a pariy of 
friends, among whom were 
Judge 


Brackett, Albert Smith, J. W. Luce, 
advertising manager for the publish- 
ing company, and Mrs. Luce. 


Mrs Atkinson does business under 


her maiden name. Caroline M. Clark, 
by which she JS chiefly known to the 
trade. Tne firm is the C. M. Cteirk pub- 
lishing company and "Quincy Adams 
Sawyer" was the flrst book it pub- 
lished. It has since published "Blen- 
nerhaaaett" by the same author.
